Commissioner Chalmer writes as follows :— 
» The great falling off in the export of tes again 
constitutes, as lt has done for some years: bow, 
the one all-absorbing feature of the trade during 
1890. In‘round numbers this decline amounts to 
67,000 piculs, and is made up of decreases of 
31,000 plcals to England and 36,000: piculs. to 
the Australlan colonies. “I 1880, the year when 
{t reached itd highest figure, the export from 
Foochow was 737,000 plculs, in 1886 it was 
663,000 piculs, and since then it bas steadily 
and rapldly declined to 616,009 pleula {n 1887, 
553,000 piculs in 1888, 457,0c0 pleuls {n 1889, 
and 390,000 piculs in ‘1890.’ The difference 
between 1886, which may be called an average 
year, and 1890 (275,000 piculs) represents a 
decreage in the year's earnings to the péopla of 
this. nelghbourhood of some four million taels, 
and to the Government a: diminution fn tho 


‘export duty-and likin revenues of over one milllon 


taels. 

‘Mr. Hannen’s reports, ‘published in’ the 
“Special Serles” volume, Zea, 1688, deal so 
exhaustively with the decline of Foochow tea 
that but little remains to be safd here, except: 
that whereas in 1887 tea merchants demanded a 
reduction in duty as “tho vital polat,” they now 
agree that the future of the trade depends upon 
improvement in culture of the plant and preparas 
tion of the leaf alone. Good Foochow tea will 
tindonbtedly continue to be appreciated through- 
out the world, ; . 

The present position is this: Indla and Ceylan 
have certainly succeeded In beating not only the 
lower but also sdme of the better grades of Foo- 
chow Tea in: both: price and (London: rated) 
‘quality, and ara fast alienating from us our best 
markets—England and {ts colonies. Our relative 
position will be best. seen from the following

These poor and cheaper es are required In 
London exclusively for mixing with I teas, 
Thelr cheapness serves to reduce the higher 
price, and. their smooth tone helps to leasen the 
strong flavour of thelr Indian rivals, This:
